Why Warning Went Unh»«d»d. 
' 


YThy we luivu not heeded this warn- \ 


ing, with results that arc now known, 
to every American, is pointed out clear- 
ly In tills pamphlet. After reminding 
us that prior to the European war onr 
shipping had dwindled to a point where 
ifo could carry but 0 per cant of our 
exports under the American liag the 
pamphlet says: 


"The United States has about S.OOO 


miles of seiieoast, with 
twenty-two 


states bordering more or less or. tho 
ocean, which means that the remain- 
ins twenty-six states—more than half 
—are Inland aud have only indirect wa- 
ter connection with the sea or r.nno at 
all. 
These twenty-six inland states 


send fifty-two senators and 237 repre- 
sentatives to our national congress of 
a total of ninety-six senators and 435 
representatives, more than halt in each 
branch, of congress. These inland sen- 
ators and congressmen represent a 
population oC -19,470.543 as against a 
population in our eetifonst states of 
42,] 70,Co-l. At least 70 per ceut of the 
people of the "Cnited States are- entire- 
ly out of touch -\viUi maritime mailers. 
A merchant marine means nothing to- 
them whatever. And congressmen re- 
flect the attitude of their constituents."

Bismarck expressed the same truth as 
Jefferson when he said: "Tlie mer- 
chant marine sex-vice is the handmaid 
of all other industries and of agricul- 
ture, manufactures and commerce. On 
tiio uuj- ivhuu tut.- freight trade is given 
over to foreigners a mortal Wow will 
be dealt to all the industries of tha 
country." 


Germany'* Merchant Marine. 


How the Germans, a people living 


in a country with very little scacoast, 
have heeded Bismarck's words, as 
compared with the way in whiJ.i we 
have listened to Jeffersuii, is then 
quickly sketched: 


"Years ago their national leaders ap- 


pealed to the German iiuaucial v >i-ld 
for succor. They were told: 'You .-aa 
make all the laws you like, bul how; 
are you going to get the money v.-lth 
which to build German bhips? You 
cannot borrow it from England to 
build German ships to compete wltU 
English ships, nor from France cither. 
You must get It from the German i>eo- 
ple, and you can do so only by part- 
nership with the population at lar;;o,.' 


''Subsequently the German M.'u'ine 


league was formed, and today U has 
over 4,000 branches in the towns and 
cities throughout Germany. 


"Manufacturers, mechanics, laborers 


—all sorts and conditions of men-are 
members of the German Marine league. 
And why? They support it because 
they realixe tho league vitally affr-cts 
their own bread and butter—for that 
roriFou iir.st, nnd for other good and pa- 
triotic rcaso.is as well. 


"There is no doubt that effective leg- 


islation on maritime affairs will follow 
public demrxml for it, but not If (his 
demand comes from what is termed 
tbft 'shipping iTHi-ivrts.' or from 
tbe 


people living in the inpritlme statos. It 
is the people ot the ^'rent middle west 
and south who h,ld the destinies of 
the nation in their hands. KelioC must 
come from thorn as a recognition of the 
economic Tact that only by selling 
goods to non-Americans can we liqui- 
date onr Indebtedness to foreigners nnd 
decrease the awful 'overhead charges' 
that are Included even in the pur.-lmse 
of a pound of beef or a loaf ot bread."

Clever Tricks by Which Two Chilean 


* 
V|garship« Were Sunk. 


Between tho years l,s?9 and 1SS4 the 


republic-, of Peru and Chile were at 
war, and, although the Peruvians were 
eventually discomfited, they displayed 
great adroitness in naval matters. On 
one ocpn-,1011 they succeeded in sinking 
two Chilean warships, their clever 
stratOL'y being thus ile-'crihed by Ste- 
phen O'leiidse in his memoirs: 


"Soon after tho Chilean fleet had set- 


tled down to the blockade of Callao 
there appeared in the bay one morning- 
a large barge of fruit that had obvious- 
ly gone adrift from the shore. Tho 
Pr-ruvians put out In boats and steam 
pinnaces to bring the barge back, and 
the Chileans, seeing what was happen- 
ing, also sent out pinnaces and boats 
to intercept and capture the drifting 
barge. A fif-rcp fusillade between ths 
hostile boats followed, and several men 
were killed or wounded. At length the 
Peruvians drew oft and left the barge, 
in tlie hands of the triumphant Chile- 
ans, who towed it off amid the cheers 
of their ships' crews, who had watched, 
the light with keen interest. 


"They brought the barge alongside 


one of the big men-of-war and quickly 
sent the cargo of luscious fresh fruit 
up the side in baskets. 
AVlieu about 


half the cargo had been taken on board 
n terrific explosion shook the bay, and 
an enormous hole appeared in the side 
of thp great ship which sank instantly 
with all hands. By an arrangement of 
springs and balances a huge charge o" 
dynamite in the bottom of the barge 
was Ignited when a certain amount of 
the we'sht of tho carcrr- was remo\ eel.

the ship ivas blown to pieces and dis- 
appeared in seventy f.it!i"ms of water.
